Threatened by British intelligence contacts, says Wynne 



MOSCOW. May 8 
Mr. Grcvillc Wynne, the British busi- 
nessman on trial here on spying charges, 
told the court today that Ins British 
contacts had threatened him when he 
Went to Amsterdam to meet one of them. 

Earlier, he blamed his “own people" 
for landing him in the Soviet court— 
**n thousand mile* niwiy there arc niy 
own people -responsible people who 
have landed me in this dock", lie 
declared. 

Questioned hy the court, he said he had 
hem assured Ivy a man introduced to him 
as ,t Foreign Office "chief" that the con- 
tacts he was asked to maintain with a 
Russian had muffing to do with espionage. 

* I wanted to he Mire that there was notions 
rad ttoin-i on and he assured me that there 
was nothing bad ", Wynne said. He did 
no; know two f oreign Office men lie met 
were mtoIHgencs officers regarded 

them as trustworthy gentlemen." 

The prosecutor hammered home the 
Tumi: "In other words, your fellow 

countrymen deceived you 7 " 

A roar of laughter came from the Rtis- 
r.ian audience when Wynne defiantly 
replied : " Yev indeed, they did. And that's 
why 1 am here."

On trial with Wynne is Oleg Vcnkovxky, 
,or whom Wynne :s alleged to have acted as 
liaison man for fliitish and American Intel- 
licence. Pcnkuvky told the court today 
that he cave Wynne information about

Asked by the prosecutor if he suspected 
Ackroyd 6 real job.

During the lunch Ackroyd took Penkov- 
sky s letter. Wynne told Ackroyd nml 
Hartley about the forthcoming visit of the 
Soviet delegation to London, which 
Penkovsky would lead. 

He did not see Hartley again, but he met 
Ackroyd two day* later at a roslaurnnt and 
discussed with him the programme of 
Penkovsky* delegation. 

Wynne said that Ackroyd later intro- 
duced bun to another intelligence official — 
Roger Km*- and he had agreed to carry 
out their assignments. Ackroyd ami Kina 
arranged for him to meet a high-ranking 
person whom they introduced ax their chief. 
This man suggested he should carry out 
Ackroyd % and King’s instructions on rnaiti- 
tnimm: contacts with Penkovsky.

What did Penkovsky reply 7 — Ho said 
that I came to socialist countries frequently 
and asked if anybody in England had 
spoken to me about it. I told him I was 
doing business with one of the largest com- 
panies. One of the oJliccrs of this company 
was a security olliccr and lie asked about 
my visits. 

Did Penkovsky agree that this was a suit- 
able person to meet 7— Yes. 

Hie court intervened to ask: Was 

Penkovsky interested in the security 
officer 7 — Wynne. — Not specifically in his 
xeenrUy olliccr position. 

President — What Is his name ? — Hartley. 

Prosecutor.—' Who is Hartley 7 — A
